From a paper which comes to our table, we take the 
following extract from a late Belfast, Ireland, letter: 
“Probably the best known of Belfast products are the linens. 
Manufacture of linen is a ery old Irish industry and of world-wide | 
renown. The Irish wore linen garments as far back as the twelfth 
century, and the industry’ is known to have been in a flourishing 
condition in 1216, though it was not of great importance until the 
reign of Charles I. 
Until the application of steam power to the: 
looms the weaving of linen was mostly a cottage industry. In 1850 j 
there were in all Ireland only fifty-eight power looms for weaving 
linen. 
Today there are nearly 40,000. 
“The Irish fields of flax with their pretty blue flowers are a; 
beautiful sight in midsummer. Because of the peculiar superior­ 
ity qf this flax to that grown in other countries the Irish linen in­ 
dustry, bids fair to remain pre-eminent in the whole world. 
“ While a good deal of flax is grown in Belgium, it cannot be 
used without an admixture of flax grown in Ireland. The better 
the linen, the more Irish flax must be used, owing to some differ­ 
ence in the strength and length of the fibers. It is generally rec-; 
ognized that it is impossible to make as good linen in Canada and J 
the United States as in Ireland. There is something in the Irish 
climate and water that seems specially suited to this industry. 
“So we find in Belfast the largest linen manufacturing con­ 
cern in the world; the largest firm of linen thread, twine and net­ 
ting manufacturers in the world; the largest single flax-spinning 
industry in the world and the largest linen export trade of any 
area of equal extent in the world. 
“Nor is that all. 
Belfast has the largest rope works in the 
world, covering more than forty-five acres and in normal times 
giving employment to more than 3,500 persons who annually con­ 
vert about 15,000 tons of hemp into products ranging from a fish­ 
ing line to a hawser capable of securing the 
Leviathan. Then 
must be added mention of the largest tobacco factory in the 
world and you have a complete list of the industries in which 
Belfast is without an equal. 
In fairness to Ulster it must be remembered that this extra­ 
ordinary industrial development has taken place in a part of the 
country nowise specially favored by nature over other parts of Ire­ 
land. 
It is the outcome of a spirit of enterprise, added to the 
industry and business sagacity which have ever been characteris­ 
tics of the Ulsterman. 
“The Ulsterman tells you very frankly that he is enjoying 
a prosperity superior to the rest of Ireland and th at it would be! 
' jeopardized if the six county area renounced its union with Great ; 
Britain and entered into political association with the Irish Free 
State. 
Even if distrust of the business ability of the Free S ta te ; 
were the chief obstacle to a union, which it certainly is not. Free I 
State economists would find they had a real task on their hands j 
to convince the Northern Government of Ireland that the exist-j 
ence of one national government would not be prejudicial to thej 
industrial interests of Ulster."
